Assad names general 
as Syrian Premier

Syrian President Bafer Assad 
yesterday appointed ἃ career army 
officer as Prime Minister in 
place of Mahmoud Ayyoubi who 
had submitted his Cabinet’s re- 
signation.

Abdal-Bahman Ehleifawi, was ex- 
pected to form the new Syrian 
Government today.

MONTREAL. — The 21st Olympic 
Games ended last night with 2 
simple ceremony that looked for- 
ward fo the next games in Moscow 
ἐπ 1980. 

In keeping with tradition, the 
ceremony took place after sunset 
of the final day of the games. A 
capacity crowd of more than 70,000 
filled every seat in the Olympic 
stedium; but in contrast with the 
massive turnout of almost all the 
8,000 competitors at the opening 
ceremony, only token six-athlete 
teams paraded at the closing. They 
represented 85 countries (a score of 
others pulled out earlier as part of 
an African boycott of New Zealand.

He 
had earlier served as Education 
Munister between 1969 and 1971 
and Vice-President under Assad 
from April 1971 until he was 
named Premier at the end of the 
following year.

The new Syrian Premier, Gen. 
Khielfawl was Ayyoubl's prede- 
cemsor. Chieifawi, an armoured 
corps Officer was one of the main 
supporters of Assad when the lat- 
ter took over power in a coup in 
November 1970. He is described as 
8. powerful member of the ruling 
Ba'ath party and a tough admin- 
istrator. 

Enhlelfawi, 49, graduated from 
the military school of Homs in 
Syria. He served 85 his country's 
representative at the Cairo-based 
Joint Arab Command between 1964 
and 1967. Between 1968 and 1970 
he waa the head of the Officers’ 
Board at the Defence Ministry. On 
Assad's takeover of power in No- 


vember 1970, he was named In- 
terior Minister in charge of police 
and security services. He became 
Premier on Apri} 1971 but stepped 
down in December the following 
year for health reasons. But he 
kept in close touch with Assad and 
the Jatter’s top intelligence official, 
Gen. Hikmat Shehabi, now the 
Chief of Staff. 


Khleifawi's comeback coincided 
yesterday with the 30th annivers- 
ary of the Syrian armed forces. 
Assad said that the anniversary 
“falis at 8 slage of the struggle 
for our Arab nation which requires 
increased efforts from our armed 
forces.” Assad added that Syria 
was now standing “along the con- 
frontation line with the Zionist

Jordan says Hawk 
deal near conclusion

Jordanian Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran yesterday said his country 
and the U.S. were now putting the 
last touches to the Hawk missile 
deal whose delay had strained re- 
lations between Washington and 
Amman for some time. 

Badran said that the two coun- 
tries have overcome the problems 
hindering the conclusion of the 
@eal. He added: “I can now say 
that the deal is in its final stage or 
almost completed.” 

Badran made the statement in an 
interview published simultaneously 
in Jordan's “Ar-Rai” daily and the 
Syrian “Tishrin” newspaper. 

The Premier did not disclose what 
caused the dramatic revival of the 
deal whose ups and downs, sent 
Bing Hussein and his military aides 
to Moscow recently for an arms 
window-shopping tour. μ 

The American-Jordanian Hawk 
missile deal involved 14 batteries of 
18 rockets each, backed up by 100 
Vulcan antiaircraft guns. The deal 
had rum into trouble over restric- 
‘tions that members of the U.S. Con- 
gress tried to place on the scope of 
the missile system and its deploy- 
ment in Jordan.

The U.S. Defence Department and 
the Hawk makers, the Raytheon 
Corporation, however, were later re- 
ported to have worked out a com.

Saudi Arabia which is to finance 
the deal. 

The new agreement significantly 
came after Premier Badran replaced 
his predecessor, Zald Rifal. The 
latter who was an outspoken critic 
of the U.S. handling of the Hawk 
issue, had been reportedly behind 
Jordan's approach to the Soviet 
Union to negotiate the purchase of 
Sam missiles. 

Observers yesterday viewed the 
new Hawk accord between Wash- 
ington and Amman as having 
undermined the Soviet attempts to 
get a foothold in Jordan.

Jordanian imissile accord by Syria, 
which is now at odds with the 
Soviets over Lebanon... Initially, 
Syria advocated Soviet arms to 
belster the military power of Am- 
man, which is now 'linked with 
Demascus in an alignment said 
aimed at promoting union between 
the two countries.

Home for aged 


shut down

An old people's home, found to 
be a health and safety hazard, was 
recently closed by ortler of the 
Welfare Ministry. 

The 20-resident Beit David home 
in the Amr area of Holon, was 
shut down with the agreement of 
its owners, and without the minis- 
try’s having recourse to legal steps. 
The building wes located on a busy 
main street amidst nolsy factories 
and workshops. 

Founded in 1959, the smal] home 
did not have a Government licence, 


to close the doors of their institu- 
tion, The 20 residents have 811 been 
settled in properly licensed homes. 
About half of. them were paying 
residents, with the remainder wel- 
fare cases. 

The closure is part of the Min- 
istry’s policy of tightening super- 
vision of institutions for the aged

Giving a new dimension to dance - 


THOUGH Anna Sokolow, the girl 
who came from New York's Lower 
East Side, is one of the great names 
in American dance. she {s alao part 
of the dance story in Israel. From 
1953, when she, came here with 
Jerome Robbins to see what she 
could do for the Inbal company, she 
has been “back and forth" so many 
times that she has lost count. Her 
visita included 8 period in the 1960's 
when she started the ‘‘Lyric 

eatre™ which proved a jumping- 
off gronnd to professionalism and 
prominence for many Israeli 
dancers. 

So it was an inevitable question to 
ask whether she ever thought of 
settling in Israel permanently. She 
hesitated a moment, then said, “At 
times I do think of it, but when 1 am 
here I find it confusing. In New 
York I know my place." 

In New York she is choreographer- 
in-reaidence at the Juilliard Schoo] 
and works with the students every 
year on ἃ project “which they pre- 
sent very professionally."" She also 
choreographs for other companies. 

That doesn’t mean that she doesn't 
Jove Israel. What she would like is to 
come more often for longer spells. “I 
would love to come again even if I 
can’t be here ail the time, if J could 
be useful as art adviser. I have great 
faith in what Israelis can do. But ΣΙ 
work with Inbal, Batsheva and the 


Rubin Academy as I did this time, it 


would mean a decision not to take on 
anything else outside the States, not 
to go travelling all over the place.” 
From here she goes on to Australia 
where she will create two of her 
ballets for the Dance Company of 
Sydney.

CREATING STORAGE SPACE 


LACK OF storage space is a very 
common problem in most modern 
flats. Builders do not seem to realize 
that settlers from western countries 
have such things as suitcases and 
trunks which they might not want to 
pile up on the balcony. A more con- 
venient place would be the space 
above the entrance of the flat. And, 
depending of course on the area 
available, the hallway could also be 
suitable. 
In a Shikun-type flat, the front 
door opens into ἊΝ snait hall or 
sage between (ving room, on 
one side, and the bedrooms and 
bathroom on the other. Above the liv- 
ing room side of the door, and over 
the bedroom doors, there are usually 
concrete beams that support the ceil- 
ing. These beams descend about 45 
em, and, being of reinforced con- 
crete, they can support a strip of 
angie iron which in turn supports the 
base of an entresol (boyden) or 
storage apace. 
‘The angie iron, which should not 
be leas than 30 mm by 80 mm by 3 
mm thick, is drilled and screwed to 


the beam about 5 cm, above the’

flush with the bottom edge, the ex- 


ed with a 5 mm bit at spacings of 30 
em, and is placed at the required 
place on the beam. The beam is also 
marked for . 

Holes are drilled with a \"" 


partial support for the other long 
edge of the entresol base. But take 
care that the Irons are equidistant 
from the ceiling. The short ends of 
the base are supported by two pieces 
of angle iron, one above the front 
door and the other on the wall op- 
posite the door. 

Having secured the frame, 
measure inside it to obtain the size of 
the required wood base. Measure 
from the inside angle of the iron to 
the opposite inside angle and deduct 
5 mm. to allow the wood to clear the 
projecting screw heads. Chipboard 
or pl of 20 mm. thickness is 
suitable for an entresol of 110 cm. by 
200 em. 

Position the sheet over the angle 
iron by removing the short angle 
irons, sliding in the sheet of wood, 
and then replacing the angles while 
an assistant keeps the sheet raised. 
If this is not possible, carefully cut 
the board into two pieces and posi- 
tion them; cover the joint between 
the pieces with a decorative strip, 

Next week I will describe how to 
construct either sliding or opening 
doors for the intresol.

- Political Olympiad 


THE TROUBLE-SHOT XXI Olympiad closed yesterday as it 
had opened a fortnight ago, in unresolved international discord, 
and with every sign that the Games will never again be the 
same. Political issues ran roughshod through the Montreal 
Olympics in open and contemptuous defiance of the platitude 
that sports and politics. do not mix, and the world’s greatest 
athletic show bore the tragic indelible mark of the Munich 
massacre. 

The International Olympic Committee had decided it would 
be inappropriate to commemorate the murder of the 11 Israel 
athletes hy some special. ceremony, but the memory was never- 
theless ever-present in the massive security precautions which, 
in the words of the 1.0.0. chairman, had put an iron collar 
around the Games. ᾿ 

Perhaps there is no alternative but to undertake drastic, 
surgical remedies, if the Olympics are not to deteriorate further 
into a forum of political strife. Perhaps the ancient Greeks 
knew best, after all, when they conceived the Games as a pure 
expression of physical beauty and prowess. It may be that in 
an ideal world there would be no harm in good-natured athletic 
competition based on national contingents: Unfortunately, under 
prevailing conditions, and for the foreseeable future, those 
engaged in ideological, national or racial strife are not likely 
to overlook a chance to score at a forum such as is provided 
‘by the Olympic Games. Ν é 

It is probably asking too much to expect the International 
Olympic Committee fundamentally to tackle the structure of 
the Games and seek some other than the national form. But 
at least it might try to modify the flag-raising and playing 
of national anthems which transform victory in a purely 
sporting event into some sort of national fetish having little 
relation to an athlete's ability to run faster, jump higher or ἡ 
throw farther. As a result, one of the most gratifying 
features of fhe Montreal Olympics was provided by the re- 
peated upsets in which representatives of countries such as 
Mexico, Trinidad, Cuba and, yes, New Zealand, could show 


as an unmatched spectacle of physical skill, beauty, and a 
testament to what may he achieved by persistence — even 
if there are those who say that the sensational Hast Germans 
may have overdone this part of it in turning out their amazing 
Amazons. But if the name of the game

‘THERE is an aura of pointless pilpul in the reported proposals 
in the Labour Party concerning the position to be adopted by 
its convention next year on the issue of the territories. Firstly, 
it is not at all certain that the party will actually manage to 
hold its elections thia fall and its convention in the winter. 
Secondly, and more important, there has been not the slightest 
sign that any Arab state or Palestinian grouping is prepared 
to entertain thoughts of a settlement with Israel in return for 
territorial concessions. 

The various proposals are meaningful only for other reasons, 
such as mounting a more effective propaganda campaign among 
Israel's supporters abroad and preserving the unity of the 
Labour Party by developing a formula which. would enable its 
disparate components to continue to live together in one party 
and face the forthcoming election year. 

As long as these reasons are kept firmly in mind there is 
perhaps no harm in the intellectual shadow boxing that is 
going on in Labour on the territories isaue. It is, however, 
essential that at the same time effective and consistent policy 
be developed towards the Arab population in the territories 
and the question of Israeli settlement there.

“All I can do is to take the wound- 
ed that I think have a chance of sur- 
vival and try to stop their bieeding,"” 
Dr. Smedmann said. . 

Hundreds of badly wounded were 
lying around unattended and in great 
pain, and about half of those in the 
camp were children, many dying of 
diarrhea and dehydration. 


WATER IS WHAT was most needed 
in the camp, especially in the last 
week since water mains into Tel el- 
Zaatar were either smashed by the 
constant shelling or the water was 
cut off by the rightists, as Palesti- 
aidan spokesmen charge. 

Water now can only be obtained in 
the camp from several dangerously 
exposed wells, Dr. Smedmann said. 
Every day many people are killed 
and wounded when shells hit near 
them while they are desperately try- 
ing to get water. 

Rightist military commanders 


. have acknowledged that most of the 


people who for weeks have been sur- 
viving in Tel el-Zaatar's basements 
and bomb shelters are non- 
combatants and include many poor 
Lebanese as well as Palestinian 
refugees. 

The flercest fighting of Lebanon's 
bloody 15-month-old civil war has oc- 
curred in and around the camp 
because it has become a symbol to 
both sides. 

For the Palestinians, it is a 
valiantly defended ‘‘Stalingrad,"’ 
still resisting despite being sur- 
rounded since last winter and under 
heavy siege for 41 days.

The people 
the Russians are competing with at 
Montreal are full-fledged 
professionals, regardiess of their 
respective countries of origin. The 
Russians choose to call their per- 
formers amateurs — hardly their 
only example of double talk. 

Mr. Mellem's descripton of the 
Soviet sporting world contains errors 
and misrepresentations. 

“Fionoured Master of Sport" is not 
8 grade of achievement but an 
honorary distinction which is 
sometimes conferred long after 
retirement from active competition. 
‘There is no salary to go with it. 

There is no general handout of un- 
iversity diplomas to successful 
Soviet sportsmen. I graduated after 
having ed two final matches for 
the female world championship and 
had to work just as hard for my 
dipioma as any other student, 
without consideration for my train- 
ing or competition programme. 

Professional sportsmen in the 
US.8.R. do enjoy a better life than 
many ordinary citizens, although. 
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given the standard of living in 
Russia, ‘irs is still a pretty mis- 
erable existence. Incidentally, how 
do the incomes of Bjorn Borg, Jean 
Claude Hilly, Rosemarie Mitter- 
mayer or Mark Spitz compare with 


the average income of their coun- :
